French Territory Overseas 


The Treasury announce that, following the signature on the 
8th February of a Financial Agreement with the French Com- 
mittee of National Liberation, all French Territory Overseas 
(excluding Indo-China but including Corsica) together with Syria 
and the Lebanon will form henceforward for exchange-control 
purposes a single bloc outside the sterling area. The opportunity 
has been taken to consolidate existing Payments Orders made 
under the Defence (Finance) Regulations 1939 in a new Regula- 
tion of Payments (Consolidation) Order 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 
No. 130, price 1d.), and a new Defence (Finance) (Definition of 
Sterling Area) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944, No. 129, price 1d.) 
replaces the Order of December 1942 under which Syria and 
certain French territories were included in the Area. 

The Payments Order provides that monies in the sterling 
accounts of residents in any of these territories may be used to 
make payments to residents of the sterling area and may be 

transferred to the accounts of other residents in the same terri- 
| tories. The same order provides that Regulation 5B of the Defence 
| (Finance) Regulations 1939 shall apply to French Territory Over- 
| seas, together with Syria and the Lebanon, the approved manners 


' of payment for exports being in the local currency of any of these- 


| territories, or in sterling from the account of a resident in these 
| territories. 

By notice in the London, Edinburgh and Belfast Gazettes the 
franc currencies of the various territories (but not metropolitan 
French francs), together with Syrian and Lebanese pounds and 
Pondicherry rupees, are added to the list of specified currencies 
which must be offered for sale to the Treasury through a bank in 
‘the United Kingdom. Registration of securities denominated in 
any of these currencies is not at present called for. 


Coal Mining Industry 


_ H.M. Government has agreed that the cost of giving effect 
‘to the terms of the recent Award by. the National Reference 
‘Tribunal for the Coal Mining Industry, which increased the 
Minimum weekly wages from £4 3s. Od. to £5 for underground 
workers and from £3 18s. Od. to £4 10s. Od. for surface workers, 
shall be a charge on the Coal Charges Account. 
In the course of the findings of the Tribunal it is stated that 
'“the further claim for-an increase in the piece rates to take 
account of the new minimum rates is not acceded to. It is not 
‘eonsistent with the granting of what is merely a minimum wage 
‘and to give it might lead to a request for an increase in all actual 
wage rates whether of day or piece workers. The consideration 
' of so great an alteration must await the general overhaul of the 
/wages structure which is long overdue.” The Government is 
therefore not prepared to provide the cost of any increase in 
| Piece rates, but will meet the cost that may be the result of 
“implementing the Award, e.g., the expense incurred when the 
-workman’s contract involves payment to another workman. 
The Minister of Fuel and Power, has been authorised to discuss 
with the two sides of the Industry a general overhaul of the wage 
Structure, and to give all possible assistance to facilitate dis- 
cussions and negotiations. H.M. Government is of opinion that 
such overhaul should take place immediately. 
H.M. Government has also ‘agreed that the cost of imple- 
 Menting the Awards dealing with overtime and weekend pay and 
Holidays with Pay shall be an additional charge on the Coal 
Charges Account. " 


Purchase Tax 


LIABILITY DECISIONS 


Printed Books, Printed Leaflets and other Letterpress Matter. 

The following decision regarding the liability of certain articles 
to tax is published as supplementary to those already given in 
Notice No. 78C. 

Printed books, printed leaflets and other letterpress matter 
are not liable to Purchase Tax unless they are articles of stationery 
such as those shown in the examples of chargeable articles on 
pages 2 and 3 of Notice No. 78C. Examples of non-chargeable 
articles are :— 

Advertising leaflets, catalogues and price lists, appeals on 
behalf of charities, etc., company reports and accounts, if fully- 
printed or containing merely incidental provision for insertion in 
manuscript or typewriting of, e.g., the amount of a contribution 
to a charity, an application for membership, or an order for 
goods. 


Clothing for Relief 


As already announced, the Ministry of Supply have decided, 
in agreement with the Board of Trade, to buy a further quantity 
of utility suits, jackets and trousers to form a reserve for relief. 
As ‘for previous purchases, trade advisory committees will 
consider offers from manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers 
whether or not they are members of trade associations and will 
make recommendations as to the suitability of individual offers 
for acceptance, the final decision as to purchase remaining with 
the Ministry of Supply. Purchases will be strictly confined to 
goods actually held in stock by the vendor on 31st January. 

The garments to be taken will be men’s utility suits, jackets 
or trousers of any specification number, and will include youths’ 
sizes subject to the adult pointing. The conditions as to price 
will be similar to those agreed for the previous purchase. The 
Ministry of Supply will not buy from any trader in quantities 
of less than a hundred garments, and retailers who wish to offer 
small quantities will have to make arrangements with other 
traders, if necesssary through the trade associationg, to bulk 
their offers. Coupons will be replaced at the full rate.

Pyjama Cloths 


In order to assist firms who have stocks of drab coloured 
pyjama cloths, the Board of Trade have decided to allow the 
manufacture by special licence of pyjamas with contrast collars, 
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Firms who wish to take advantage of this concession should 
apply for licences to The Assistant Secretary, Manufactures B, 
I.M.2 Board of Trade, Millbank, London, 8.W.1. 


Safety Boot Certificates and 
Buying Permits 


Traders will stili be receiving from miners a certain number of 
Safety Boot Certificates. Each certificate entitles the miner to 
get a pair of safety boots coupon-free, but enables the trader to 
obtain replacements to the value of 4 coupons. Since the 
coupon-value of safety boots was increased to 6 coupons some 
months ago, traders have had to return the certificates to the 
Board of Trade in order to get the full coupon-value. This has 
caused them inconvenience and delay in getting supplies, and a 
new licence (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 131, price 1d.) makes each 
certificate valid to the trader for 6 coupons. The certificate 
will be equivalent to 6 coupons whether it is deposited in his 
coupon banking account or passed back to his supplier subject 
to the loose-coupon limit of 50 coupons. Traders are also 
reminded that all Safety Boot Buying Permits bearing an 
S. R. & O. reference number 1943 No. 1273 or 1944 No. 2 are 


valid. 


Halex Toothbrushes 


The Central Price Regulation Committee have approved the 
following prices of Halex Toothbrush No. 8: retail buying price 
(excluding Purchase Tax) 9s. per doz.; and retail seiling price 
(including Purchase Tax) 1s. 44d. each. 


Control of Jute 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Jute (No. 6) 
Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 120, price 1d.) which increases 
the extras that may be charged in certain cases for twisting 
jute yarn. The increases are necessitated by the fact that hessian 
yarn twisted with an unusual number of plies is having to be 
used in place of rove, owing to the inadequacy of rove productive 
capacity.

British Standard Specifications 
CLOSETS FOR USE IN AIR RAID SHELTERS 


This revised British Standard BS/ARP 43, which has just been 
published, forms one of a series issued by the British Standards 
Institution on behalf of the Ministry of Home Security. 

It was first issued in April 1940 in order to provide for a simple 
and inexpensive closet and at that time a timber seat was 
specified. Owing to restrictions in the supply of timber, how- 
ever, the revision was undertaken to provide for plastic seats.

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The standard now includes for two capacities of container, 
namely 54 gallons and 4 gallons, whilst a series of drawings set 
out the requirements for the containers together with methods 
-of attaching the seat and lid.

BUTT-WELDED BLANKS FOR CUTTING TOOLS 


Butt-welded blanks have been used in the tool manufacturing 

industry for many years and experience has shown that tools 
produced from such blanks are equal in performance to those 
produced from high speed steel, provided certain precautions 
are taken in the design, and that an appropriate method of heat 
treatment is used. 
' The necessity for conserving high speed steel has led the 
Ministry of Supply to co-operate with the tool manufacturers 
and the British Standards Institution in the preparation of a 
war emergency British Standard which has recently been issued 
and which establishes the dimensions of such blanks, comprising 
a high speed steel portion butt welded to a medium carbon steel 
shank, for the manufacture of shank type cutting tools such as 
lathe and planer tools, twist drills, reamers, milling cutters and 
machine nut taps. ; 

This British Standard gives the general overall dimensions of 
the blanks and the length of high speed steel, the dimensions 
standardised being suitably related to the British Standards 
for milling cutters, reamers, drills and screwing taps. For 
convenience in ordering each blank is given a reference number. 

The standard describes a recommended heat treatment and 
also includes an appendix giving the weight of high speed steel 
for each size of blank.

DRY GELATINE GLUE 


The revision of this specification (B.S. 5 V. 11) has been pre- 
pared in order to adopt the method of testing using Beech Test 
Slips, which has been developed for testing Casein Glue. 

Apart, therefore, from the necessary modifications to the figure 
for tensile strength which has been adapted to meet the new 
method of test, the requirements of the specification have not 
been altered. 

The description of the method of testing, including the require- 
ments for the Test Slips all follow along the lines of the Casein 
Glue Specification.

SPECIAL SALT-GLAZED WARE PIPES 


The above specification has just been issued by the British 
Standards Institution. It provides for salt-glazed ware pipes 
which have chemically resistant properties somewhat higher 
than those normally associated with salt-glazed ware pipes 
supplied to B.S. 65. 

These special pipes are required for use in chemical works and 
other industrial places where the drain efftuents contain a con- 
siderable proportion of acids. If the effluent is at a compara- 
tively high temperature, as it often is, the use of a drain pipe 
having special chemically resistant properties becomes essential. 
It is to provide pipes for use under these special conditions that 
the specification has been prepared. The form of the specification 
and the range of sizes and fittings covered are identical with 
those in B.S. 65. In addition to a special test for chemical 
resistance the pipes have to be subjected to a higher pressure 
test than for the normal drain pipes.

TESTING OF LACQUERS FOR THE INTERNAL COATING 
OF THERMALLY PROCESSED FOOD CANS 


The British Standards Institution has recently published a 
new British Standard for the Testing of Lacquers for the Internal 
Coating of Thermally Processed Food Cans, B.S. 1149 : 1944. 

The present shortage of tin in the allied countries has necessi- 
tated greatly increased use in the ‘process for can industry of 
what are therein known as phenolic meat lacquers. These are 
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lacquers whose dried films consist substantially of resins formed 
by the condensation of formaldehyde with phenolic compounds. 

Before the war, this type of lacquer was used to a relatively 
small extent on cans for a limited number of meat products. 
For two reasons, however, the present necessity for economy of 
tin has created a greatly increased demand for it. 

Firstly, the decision to use untinned blackplate for the ends of 
cans for all non-acid processed foods for home consumption 
called for a lacquer for both internal and external use with 
much greater resistance to processing in steam and fat than had 
been necessary when tinplate was used. It has been found that 
only the phenolic meat lacquers possess the required properties. 

Secondly, the use of the high melting silver-lead alloys in 
place of the tin-bearing soft solders for soldering the side seams 
of open-top food cans caused scorching of eleo-resinous lacquer 
on the inside of these cans, and again the phenolic meat lacquer 
was the only one found to have the complete resistance to 
scorching at high temperatures. 

The routine methods for the testing of phenolic meat lacquers 
by can makers are set out in Part One of this specification. These 
methods are those employed in the Research Department of the 
Metal Box Co. Ltd. This system of tests normally requires 
many months for its completion, and in fact consists in the last 
analysis of using the lacquer under test for coating cans that are 
to be subjected for prolonged periods to the actual conditions of 
storage and shelf life. 

Canned foods purchased by Government Departments are 
usually required to be accompanied by a two years’ warranty, 
and it is with a view to the necessity of being able to give this 
guarantee that such a prolonged testing procedure is employed 
before any change in materials is adopted. 

The possibility of any sudden changes in the raw material 
situation makes it essential that some means should be devised 
of determining in a much shorter time whether a new lacquer can 
reasonably be expected to give satisfactory performance. 

In order, therefore, to expedite the testing of new formulations, 
the simple series of tests described in Part Two have been drawn 
up to enable lacquer makers, and others who have no can-making 
equipment, to carry out rough preliminary sorting tests for 
themselves. Only lacquers which pass all the tests in Part Two 
should be sent to can makers for a subjection to those in Part One.

Postal Notices 


WHERE TO PLACE STAMPS AND ADDRESS 
ON CORRESPONDENCE 


The Postmaster-General wishes to remind the public that 
stamps should be placed at the top right-hand corner of the 
envelopes and that the address should be written on the right- 
hand side. The reason for this is that letters are sorted by 
holding the left-hand side, and are put into the date-stamping 
machine so that the right-hand corner of the cover gets the 
cancellation mark. Any departure from this method of stamping 
and addressing correspondence slows down the rate of sorting. 

Well-intentioned people have suggested in the interests of 
paper economy addressing letters on the left-hand side and 
placing stamps in the left-hand corner. Such suggestion if 
carried out would involve hand stamping, which is a slow, costly 
and laborious method. 


POSTAL SERVICE TO CORSICA 


The Postmaster-General announces that the postal service to 
Corsica is no longer restricted to correspondence of a private 
nature; and further that, subject to the Censorship Permit 
restrictions, printed papers, commercial papers and newspapers 
may now also be sent to Corsica.

(British Preferential Tariff) and 3s. Od. per 100 feet (General 
Tariff).

With reference to the notice in Board of Trade Journal, 27th 
February 1943 (page 80) the Board of Trade have received a copy 
of the Defence (Control of Imports) (Amendment No. 3) Regula- 
tions 1943 dated 2nd September 1943, which provide, in effect, 
for the addition of wool and woollen piece-goods, to the list of 
goods which may not be imported from the United Kingdom 
except under licence. The following goods are added to the list 
of those prohibited from all sources, except under licence: 
margarine ; mutton; oatmeal; pork; live animals, birds and 
reptiles ; cigarettes ; clothing, ready to wear; cosmetics;

Trade and Industry 


Brazil 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-SEPTEMBER 1943 


Figures published by the Federal Council of Foreign Trade 
show that the result of Brazil’s foreign trade for the first nine 
months of 1943 was a favourable balance of over Cr. $2,000 
millions (equivalent to about £25 million sterling) or approxi- 
mately the same as for the like period of 1942. Substantial 
increases were shown in the total value of both imports and 
exports compared with the corresponding period for 1942, the 
increase in the latter having exceeded Cr. $700 millions despite 
a small decline in the tonnage of exports. The average value 
per ton of exports, at Cr. $3,400 showed an increase of 36 per 
cent. on the corresponding figure for 1942 and of 153 per cent. 
on that for the whole of 1939. 

Outstanding features of the export movement were the 
recovery shown in coffee shipments, the considerable increase 
in the value of cotton textile exports despite a small decline in 
volume, the expansion of 26 per cent. in volume and of 43 per 
cent. in value recorded in cocoa shipments, and of 30 per cent,

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in volume and 79 per cent. in value for rubber exports, also 
considerable increases in the value of rock crystal and diamonds 
shipped abroad. Other export products which showed an 
expansion in volume comprised canned meat (except beef), rice, 
tyres and inner tubes, and sundry cotton manufactures. The 
principal imports which entered in larger volume in 1943 included 
machinery (particularly for road construction and maintenance), 
rails, tinplate, newsprint, petrol, fuel oil, coke and wheat grain. 


DIRECTION OF TRADE 


Chiefly due to increases in the value of imports from the 
United States and Argentina, the participation of American 
countries in Brazil’s foreign trade, for the first nine months of 
1943 increased to 90 per cent. of total import value (from 84 
per cent. in the 1942 period) and to 72 per cent. of the total 
export values of (71 per cent.). The main geographical dis- 
tribution in 1943 of imports and exports respectively, was as 
follows: the United States 55 per cent. and 52 per cent. ; Great 
Britain, 6 and 12 per cent.; Argentina, 13 and 9 per cent. ; 
South Africa, 1 and 8 per cent. The principal imports from the 
United States included machinery, wood-pulp, newsprint, coal, 
fuel and lubricating oils, plate glass, laminated iron and steel, 
caustic soda, drugs and medicines; and those from Great 
Britain, machinery and parts for textile industries, dyes, cotton 
yarn, coal, woollen and linen goods. 

Brazil’s export to Great Britain comprised mainly canned and 
salted meats, hides, leather, rock crystal, iron ore, bauxite, rice 
and pinewood. South Africa was the principal market in 1943 
for exports of Brazilian textiles, besides taking from Brazil 
larger quantities of silk manufactures, rayon, coca and coffee. 

Brazil’s trade with the United States and Great Britain for 
January-September 1943, yielded balances in her favour of 
Cr. $1,000 million and Cr.$500,000, respectively, but, owing 
to a decline in exports to Argentina, an adverse trade balance of 
Cr.$200 million was recorded with that country. 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Bihar, 3lst January. Crops are fair. The threshing of 
paddy and the crushing of sugarcane are proceeding. 

Madras, 22nd January. The sowing of paddy and dry crops 
? > ie Crops are fair except in the Deccan and the 
South. 

Orissa, 31st January. The harvesting and threshing of paddy 
and sugarcane are proceeding. Wheat is thriving. 

Punjab, 31st January. Crops are unchanged. 

Bengal, 2nd February. The pressing of sugarcane continues. 
Crops are fair. 

Central Provinces, 28th January. Wheat has been affected 
slightly in Wardha and Nagpur, otherwise the crops are satisfac- 
tory. Cotton picking and the threshing of paddy have been 
completed. 

Assam, 7th February. Prospects for spring rice and the out- 
turn of sugarcane are fair to good. 


Canada 


HYDRO-ELECTRIC PROGRESS IN 1943 


The annual review of hydro-electric progress in Canada pre- 
pared by the Dominion Water and Power Bureau, Department 
of Mines and Resources, Ottawa, reveals that during 1943 
Canada established all-time records of water-power installation 
and of the production of hydro-electricity. 

Water power, which so well served the needs of our earliest 
settlers in their primitive processes of grinding grain and sawing 
lumber, later became a vital factor in Canada’s development from 
an agricultural economy to her present position as the second 
largest manufacturing country in the British Empire and the 
third trading nation of the world. It has been of inestimable 
value in the present global conflict and its value in post-war years 
is likely to be no less great. 

The tremendous demand for power which sprang up over 
night on the declaration of war was promptly met by a diversion 
of existing supplies from peacetime uses. As war loads pro- 
gressively increased all possible secondary power was diverted to 
primary production, daylight saving time was continued through- 
out the winter months, the diversion of additional water for 
power production at Niagara Falls was effected by agreement 
with the Government of the United States, and, by the inter- 
connection of existing transmission lines and the construction 
of new ones, power was shuttled from points of lower demand to 
others where the need was more pressing. As speedily as possible 
hew units were added to generating stations not fully installed 
and the construction of new developments commenced and 
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rushed to completion. This programme of development resulted 
in the addition of more than one and three-quarter million horse- 
power during the four war years and culminated in the record 
installation of 1,002,273 h.p. during 1943 to meet the maximum 
estimated demand for munitions production and civilian use. 
Because this total includes the capacity of three units transferred 
to newer stations and certain other necessary adjustments it 
must be reduced to a net increase for the year of 810,973 h.p. 
bringing Canada’s total hydraulic development as of lst January 
1944 to 10,034,513 h.p. Great as this installation is, it still 
leaves more than 80 per cent. of the Dominion water-power 
resources available for future development as demand arises. 

More than 90 per cent. of Canada’s total hydraulic develop- 
ment is installed in central stations distributing electricity to the 
public, and these stations generate more than 98 per cent. of all 
electricity sold in Canada or exported to the United States. 
The figures of electricity produced by these stations are compiled 
monthly by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and indicate an 
all-time record production for 1943. With the exception of that 
for January the output of each of the first ten months of 1943 
showed a substantial increase of that for the corresponding 
month of the previous year. Total output for the year is 
expected to exceed 40 billions of kilowatt hours. 


ONTARIO’S WATER POWER 


In a recent Report issued by the Dominion Water and Power 
Bureau, Department of Mines and Resources, Ottawa, it is 
stated that as a very large proportion of Canada’s heavy industry 
war production is located in Ontario it has been found necessary 
to provide large amounts of additional power. The Hydro- 
Electric Power Commission of Ontario, which generates 75 per 
cent. of the power produced in the Province and which also 
imports large amounts of power from Quebec, completed and 
formally placed in service in October last its second generating 
station at De Cew Falls, which is supplied with water from 
Lake Erie through the Welland Ship Canal. This additional 
water became available to the Commission through the construc- 
tion of the Ogoki and Long Lake diversion projects. The installa- 
tion consists of a 65,000 h.p. unit transferred from the Abitibi 
River station operated by the Commission. 

The Commission also proceeded with the construction of the 
remedial weir above Niagara Falls. This weir, built under 
agreement between Canada and the United States, is for the 
purpose of providing improved conditions for the generation of 
power in the war emergency and for restoring and maintaining 
the scenic beauty of the Falls. 

The Commission’s Ogoki River diversion project was com- 
pleted and officially opened in July last. This project, by which 
the flow of the Ogoki River is diverted from the James Bay to 
the Lake Nipegon—Great Lakes—St. Lawrence River drainage, 
together with a previously completed diversion from Long Lake, 
provides an additional power potential of 360,000 h.p. in the 
Great Lakes-St. Lawrence waterway system. 

The Commission installed additional transformer equipment 
aggregating more than 175,000 k.V.A. at various points in 
the Province and constructed a 110,000 volt transmission line 
120 miles in length from Port Arthur to the Sheep Rock Iron 
Mines. This line will provide power to operate the pumps 
which will drain an estimated hundred billion gallons of water 
from the Sheep Rock Lake to facilitate the recovery of iron ore 
beneath its bed. Power will also be supplied to the Ontario— 
Minnesota Pulp and Paper Company as the draining of the lake 
made inoperative that company’s 13,700 h.p. Moose Lake 
generating station. 

Forty miles of rural circuits were added during the year, 
bringing the Commission’s total mileage of rural lines to 20,675 
miles.

in the like period of 1942 and imports at 436,800,000 pesos 
against 469,700,000 pesos, so that the recorded favourable, but 
not fully effective, balance of foreign trade for the period January— 


September 1943 was 249 million pesos as compared with 
164,500,000 pesos in the corresponding period of 1942.

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Export Credits Guarantees 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Creditae Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until he 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods, 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :— 

(a) his buyer's insolvency ; 

(6) exchange restrictions in the buyer's country ; 

(c) events euch as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 

ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 

(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 

covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the 
goods are shipped. 


‘Che cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per 
cent., according to the particular risk, 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm o.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any o.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 

Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.

MR. W. L. STEPHENSON’S STATEMENT 











The Thirty-fifth Annual General Meeting of F. W. Woolworth & 


Co. Ltd. was held in London on 18th February 1944, 

The following is an extract from the statement of the Chairman 
(Mr. W. L. Stephenson) circulated with the receipts and accounts. 

Conditions in the retail distributing trade showed no improvement 
in the past year. The strictest stringency in labour and material is 
still necessary in the national interests, and the retailer is limited in 
his business—whether small or large—by quotas. 

We can feel some satisfaction, therefore, that in spite of shrinkage 
of personnel and curtailment of supplies of goods the Board can 
place before you an accounting such as this. All things considered, 
we may be well content. 

The falling off of profit can be mainly attributed to lack of mer- 
chandise, We, like others, could readily sell goods in short supply : 
a whole month’s quota will sell in one hour, which indicates the 
extent of the commodity hunger which remains to be satisfied when 
better times come along. 

The net profit for the year is £5,203,654—which is £496,168 less 
than that of the previous year—a drop of 8-70 per cent. 

If you approve the report now before you, and agree the final 
dividend of 1s. 6d. per unit, making 2s, per unit for the year, against 
2s, 6d. per unit for the previous year, the balance to carry forward 
to the next account would be £7,232,840, which is an increase of 
£156,060. 

I have often stressed the Board’s conviction that this general 
teserve or surplus should be sustained, and now, having regard to 
the company’s post-war activities, I am sure that your action through 
the years in agreeing to the retention of profits to build up this 
important sum will be rewarded. 

When the company has come through the long period of this 
struggle, with all its necessary restrictions, the great paucity of men 
and goods, we shall face an enormous task. »The Stores are sadly 
shabby, understaffed and stocked with such. goods as are available 
in these times; even the fixtures are in a condition we would not 
normally tolerate. It is going to be a gigantic job to re-equip our- 
selves with the kind of buildings, fitments, merchandise and _per- 
sonnel to put the Woolworth Stores in their right standing in post- 
war retail distribution. 

The stock on hand is lower by £1,568,358, whilst cash in hand at 
£7,352,419 is £2,489,438 higher. This condition can to some extent 
be attributed to a drastic elimination of doubtful merchandise from 
our stocks. It is the Board’s policy to aim at|passing into the post- 
war period with a minimum of war-time productions, and so be in a 
re to revert to goods of proper Woolworth quality and intrin- 
sie value.

Tobacco Co. Ltd. was held on 14th inst. in London. 

Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen (the chairman) in the course of his 
speech, said : 

The accounts show a net profit for the year, after deducting 
all charges and expenses for management, etc., and providing 
for taxation, of £3,321,735, an increase of £256,387 over the net 
profit for the previous year. 

In view of the difficult conditions prevailing in practically 
every country in the world, I trust you will consider the results 
for the year to be satisfactory. The favourable results are 
largely due to the good management and efficiency of the boards 
of directors of the subsidiary and associated companies and the 
loyalty of their respective staffs, and I am sure you will join 
with me in congratulating them on the successful results they 
have achieved, frequently in the face of very real difficulty. 

Conditions are likely to remain as difficult as ever during the 
present year, and our business will continue, no doubt, to be 
subject to the restrictions necessitated by contemporary condi- 
tions. Nevertheless, sales by this company and its affiliated 
companies continue to be satisfactory. 


THE FUTURE 

As regards the future, the prosperity of the company is depen- 
dent on the sensible solution of the political, economic and social 
problems which are rightly exercising the minds of all thinking 
people. 

It seems to me that the most vital necessity in post-war 
reconstruction is the stable background of an enduring peace. 
If that is not ensured, we should be building our future on an 
entirely insecure foundation. This country must never again 
sleep, dreaming of perpetual peace. We desire and need peace, 
but surely the best method of obtaining it is to be always strong 
enough to resist aggression. Therefore, I say that after this war 
is over there should be a suitable form of national service for 
every boy and girl, regardless of rank, for the period of one year. 
Such a nucleus of trained man and woman power, with an 
efficient Navy and Air Force and small, up-to-date modern 
Army, would prove a good insurance. This must be coupled 
and run along with an Allied international policy designed to 
maintain peace. 

Then we have to repair the damage done to our economic 
structure. In order to get this in train we must have an orderly 
and gradual demobilisation from the armed forces. In my view 
it is important that the Government should give priority to the 
key men required for industry. To follow, for reasons of senti- 
ment, a “ first in, first out,” policy may well be to the real 
disadvantage of those members of the Forces on whose behalf 
such policy is being pressed. 

In order to secure a smooth transfer from a war to a peace 
economy many controls will, no doubt, be essential for some 
time after the war. Furthermore, it is essential that the Govern- 
ment hereafter should take the necessary action to maintain 
full employment. This involves broad guidance and a measure 
of economic planning in order to check the spiral—fall in pro- 
duction and decline in purchasing power. 

Within this framework there must be a system which produces 
the highest industrial efficiency aiming to secure minimum cost 
by maximum output; a system which will provide exports at 
competitive prices sufficient to pay not only for essential imports, 
but for other imports which make for a decent standard of 
living, and a system built on a full understanding between 
capital, management and labour. My personal belief is that this 
cannot be, in the long run, under any system of Government 
ownership or control. 


PRIVATE ENTERPRISE AND STATE CONTROL 

I discard, as inimical to the future prosperity of the country, 
both nationalisation and public ownership on a wide scale— 
at any rate, until such time as humanity has reached the limits 
of material progress, which surely is not yet. There are spheres 
which are unsuitable for private enterprise, and there are public 
services which can better be provided by the State; in the 
public interest there are controls which must be exercised by 
the State, but the necessity for and scope of State ownership or 
control in every particular case should be thoroughly and 
critically examined, and the liberty of the individual to con- 
trioute to the national wealth by his own initiative should be 
jealously guarded. 

We are interested in all measures designed to increase the 
purchasing powers of the peoples of the world, and I would 
stress the importance of co-operation and consultation between 
the United Nations to this end, and, in particular, towards 
stabilisation of exchanges, which is essential to healthy inter- 
national trade. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.
